for  capping,  at  the  same  time  exposing  an  aperature  at  the  top 
of  the  barrel  for  the  insertion  of  the  pellet  which  it  uses, 
which  is  about  calibre  .15.  Spur  trigger  guard.  Well  made 
piece  of  unique  design.

This  is 
probably  one  of  the  most  famous  rifles  that  has  ever  passed 
through  our  hands.  Samuel  T.  Hawken,  familiarly  known  as 
“Old  Man  Hawken,”  was  horn  of  Pennsylvania-Dutch  stock  in 
Hagerstown,  Md.,  in  1792,  and  was  a soldier  in  the  War  of  1812, 
and  after  his  return  began  to  practice  trade  as  a gunsmith.  In 
1822  he  moved  to  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  where  he  started  making  these 
celebrated  rifles  which  had  a great  deal  to  do  with  the  early 
settlement  of  the  west.  He  made  rifles  for  all  the  early  fur 
traders,  among  them  General  William  Ashley,  who  once  killed 
a buffalo  with  a Hawken  rifle  at  300  rods.  Every  rifle  was  made 
by  hand  and  sold  at  the  one  price — $25.  He  continued  the 
business  until  1859,  when  he  sold  out.  Although  this  is  a plain 
rifle,  they  are  now  exceedingly  rare — particularly  in  the  east — 
and  this  is  the  only  one  that  has  ever  passed  through  our  hands. 

202.  INDIAN  RHINOCERUS  SHIELD,  9I/2  inches  in  diameter,  6^2 

inches  high.  Bee-hive  shaped  and  made  of  rhinocerus  hide  and 
ornamented  with  two  pieces  of  brass.  Perfect  condition. 

203.  SMALL  ITALIAN  CROSS-BOW.  Length  27  inches.  Iron  stock 

with  wooden  butt,  which  is  <!lub-shaped  and  is  much  worm-eaten. 
Bow-string  not  original,  otherwise  in  perfect  condition.  The 
frame  has  a proof  mark,  and  there  has  been  no  restoration.

The  barrels 
are  held  to  the  forestocks  by  embossed  leather  capucines,  and 
the  rest  of  the  stocks  are  brass  and  ornamented  in  arabesque 
designs.  The  grips  are  brass  and  chisselled  to  represent  wiring.

hard  of  lacquer  with  red  Cherry  crests  has  been  abused;  the  hilt 
cap  is  missing,  but  the  piece  is  worth  consideration  on  account  of 
the  beauty  of  the  carving  of  the  band  of  ivory  in  horses  (very  tiny 
yet  perfect)  ; gourds,  lattice,  etc.;  and  the  unusually  fine  menuki 
which  are  of  shibuichi  and  shakudo.
